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NATIONAL CIVIL SERVICE LEAGUE FACT SHEET 


The National Civil Service League is a nonpartisan civic organization 
representing the public interest in the public service. It is the only 
citizen group in the country working continuously to improve and modernise 
public personnel management at all levels o£ government. Founded in 1881 to 
spearhead the drive against the spoils system, it has always been in the fore 

front of personnel progress. 

In its 80 years of public service the League has numbered among its ac- 


tive supporters some of the most distinguished civic leaders in the nation. 

Four Presidents of the United States (Grover Cleveland, Woodrow Wilson, Theodore 
Roosevelt, and William Howard Taft) have served as officers of the League. 

The League is currently directed by prominent business and professional 


leaders who have serve* in or have a dedicated interest in improving our gov- 
ernment. Nicholas Kelley of Kelley, Drye, Newhall t. Haginnes is President. 
Robert L. Johnson, Chancellor of Temple University, is Chairman of the League 
Council, and Daniel W. Bell, former Under Secretary of State and Chairman of 
the Board of American Security and Trust Company is Chairman of the League's 


Board of Directors. 

The League's Board is composed of a number of outstanding men, two of 
whom have been called to serve in the new Administration. John W. Macy, Jr. 
is the new Chairman of the U. S. Civil Service Commission, and James E. Webb 
is the new head of the National Aeronautics and Space Administration. 
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The work of the League, as a citizen spokesman for improving public 
personnel management, is now more important than ever before because of the 
growth of government and the challenges facing the nation. One cut of every 
six men and women in our national labor force now works for government, which 
at all levels costs $130 billion each year, and the need for competence in 
solving our domestic and international problems is widely recognized. Senator 
Henry M. Jackson recently pointed out that "human talent is our most precious 
resource" and we must have the talent "to outthink, outplan, and outperform 
totalitarianism." We must have as well the talent to perform all the other 
tasks of government. Citizen interest in helping government recruit and re- 
tain the capable people it needs to achieve what the citizenry expects is 
a modern necessity. 
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
